- 28,000 SQ FT LIBRARY 
NOT RECOMMENDED 


A gross square footage of 21,000 
square feet could provide an ac- 
ceptable minimum area for a town 
of 30,000 population, Philip J. 
MeNiff, library consultant, said 
Monday night. 

McNiff made his recom- 
mendation Monday night, to the 
Permanent Building Committee, 
the Librarian, the Board of Li- 
brary Trustees, and members of 
the Finance Committee. The meet- 
ing was held in Wilmington High 
School, 

21,000 feet was the size he had 
recommended in his program state 
ment, In the fitting of his detailed 
recommendations into a Colonial 
type building, a plan for a struc- 
ture totalling nearly 28,000 square 
feet was evolved, in the prelim- 
inary plans and specifications, 

Many ofthe town’s fathers balked 
at the $886,400 price tag for the. 
28,000 foot building, 

To proceed at a lower cost Mc~ 
Niff told the assembled commit- 
tees that they schould recheck the 
projected population figures, and 
consider whether some other style 
building might be more economical 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Dick Barry, and member George 
Boylen objected to ‘15,000 persons 


having to pay double’ to provide a 
library for ‘30,000 persons twenty 
years hence’, 

They preferred an expandable 
type building, with planning for 
only 10 years ahead, They ques- 
tioned the figure of ‘.7 sq ft, 
per capita’, 

McNiff was optimistic that a 
satisfactory building could be ob- 
tained for less than the estimate 
ot $886,400, which was based on 
the previous preliminary plans 
and specifications, 

He could not agree with the views 
of the Finance Committee about the 
methods of determining the size, 

Sound planning, as generally 
agreed upon by library profession- 
als, would require the erecting of 
a unified type building adequate for 
twenty years hence, The .7 sq. ft, 
figures is a generally accepted one 
as being the minumum necessary 
to provide adequate service for a

The possibility of Federal Aid 
on a soundly planned original 
structure for a library is good, 
MeNiff said, A request for Federal 
aid on an addition only ten years 
hence could well be met with the 
Question ‘Why didn’t you plan it 
right in the first place?’ Further, 
he said, additions are much more 
costly per square foot,

Dear Larz, 

Since its inception, the Wil- 
mington Committee on Human 
Rights has set as its goal to in- 
form the citizens of Wilmington 
so that all men here may enjoy 
their human rights (God-given). 
tt is also our hope that anyone 
wishing to move here will find 
a community open and ready to 
receive them. We want to make 
wilmington a good place to live 
for all. 

Many of us have grown up with 
a certain amount of prejudice. 
No one is born with prejudice 
towards others, Little white child- 
ren don't think they are better 
than little negro children until 
they are taught so by their par- 
ents, Racial prejudice, far from 
being a natural condition of man- 
kind, 1s of fairly recent historical 
origin, It seems to have appeared 
with the beginning of modern colon- 
MB iaiism. 

To rationalize the exploitation 
of native peoples (African or In- 
dians), white men set up the pre- 
mise that they were basically in- 
ferior to whites and so less than 
completely human, However, there 
is not one ounce ofanthropological 
evidence to back up this contention 
of inferiofity, Racial prejudice is 
not a rational idea, and this is 
what makes it so difficult to deal 
with, It,is irrational and emotion- 
al, having little relation to fact 
or experience, 

What is the basis for prejudice? 
Many experts in the field think 
that part of it is traced to the 
need many people have of finding 
a scapegoat, ‘A way to have in 
others the inadequacies we feel in 
ourselves; a way to insure our 
own social status and identity by 
making certain there ts always 
some group permanently below 
us on the social scale’. 

At one time, because of relig- 
lous wars, these feelings were 
vented on people of other religions 
because they were an easily iden- 
tiflable group, ‘This no longer 
holds true, but color of skin is 
the most easily identifiable differ- 
ence among America’s different 
cultural and ethnic groups - and 
so our scapegoat emerges and is 
easily spotted, 

It certainly is not rational, But 
our times call for us to be ration- 
al; emotions have their place, 
but in man they are always guided 
by his reason, This is what dis- 
tinguishes us from animals,
